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AN ANCIENT DOCUMENT

“ment, now on file in our Atheneum, regarding 
which Mr.

The settlement at the ‘‘ Farms ’’ was always 


Louis M. Dewey, the well-known 


more or less isolated from the center of the town 
by the dry, sandy waste of Hampton Plain, and 
when ‘Southampton came to be settled, ( 1754,) 
the Tesidents of the Farms were about as near 
again to church and other accommodations, in 
that town, as they were in their own, and soon 
realized the advantages that would accrue to them 
The 
first formal petition to the town of Westfield for 


if they could be annexed to Southampton. 


such a change may be noticed in the records of 
town meetings, under date, March, 1776, when 
_ the inhabitants residing at Lee’s Farms petitioned 
that a tract two miles wide, at the north end of 


the town, which was designated, ‘‘ Outer Com- 


‘mons,”’ when the same was divided in 1734, be ~ 


set off from the town of Westfield as a separate 
| district. 

Several of the Anhabitants petitioning were 
_ Tories, and the residents at the center of the town 
_ were mostly Whigs, which was undoubtedly one 
reason, not mentioned, for the desire to separate. 
The petition was not granted, but was repeated 
every year until the following was presented, and 
a committee appointed, in March, 1786, after 
which the question was settled in the negative. 


‘© To the inhabitants of the Town of West- 

- field, in your Town meeting convened : 
Gentlem—The Petition of your Petitioners, 

whose Names are hereafter mentioned, Humbly 


of the Wo oronoco Valley. 


Sheweth that whereas a Number of us, your Pe- 
titioners, Liveing on the North part of your Town 
and very remote from the Center thereof, that it 
renders it: Difficult to transport our Numerous 
Families to the House of God’s Worship & Like- 
wise the publick Business of the Town &c. 
Now, Gentlm—we, your Petitioners, Humbly 
Pray, that you would view our circumstances and 
by your votes vote off such a part of your town 
as shall be Described, in order that we may join 
part of Southampton to make a Different town. 
—the Boundearys are as follows (viz) Beginning 
at Webb’s Rock at Springfield Line, Runing 
South on Springfield line two miles, thence west- 
erly, keeping a Parraiel line with Southampton 
line to Montgomery Town line, then North 
E’ly on Montgomery Line to Southampton Line, 
then on sd. Hampton line to the first mentioned 
Boundrays. 


Now Gentlm: we your Petitioners once more 
Requist your assistance to seet us off by your 
votes, with our Land and Imunites, that we may 
Join with sd. part of Southampton and chearfuly 
apply to the Generl Court for a Bill of Incorpo- 
ration—which, Gentlem, we, your Petitioners, 
trust you will Inable us to Do, as in Duty Bound 


-we shall Ever Pray.
